New fraternity chartered at LSUS

Dan Letoureau received the 
most votes - 109 to 63 - in the 
nmofT election but lost Wednesday. 
Dr, Gloria Raines, vice chancellor 
of student affairs, declared him 
ineligible and gave the presidency 
to his opponent Kevin Eades. 

Raines said Letoureau couldn't 
run because he isn't a full-time 
student, a fact she said she didn't 
discover until Tuesday* "The 
mistake was mine," Raines said. 

Kurt Pickett beat Moni Bolton 
for vice president 91 to 82. 

Despile low voter turnout for a 
regular election, a runoff election 
and questions raised concerning 
both, the Student Government 
Association has two new executive 
officers. 

The SGA was forced to hold a 
runoff election this week because no 
one received a majority of the votes 
in the election held April 12 and 13. 
Letoumeau, a write-in candidate, 
garnered more votes than candidate 
Scott Merritt whose name was 
primed on the ballot. 

Before the polls were opened, 
the candidacy of Merritt was 
questioned because he had not 
served in the senate as stipulated by 
the constitution. SGA president C 
Vincent Mangum verified Merriu's 
eligibility* 

Letoumeau's name was omitted 
from the primary election's ballot 
because he was ineligible to run for 
the position. The SGA constitution 
states a candidate must be a full¬ 


time student, and as of the first 
election Letoumeau was registered 
for only six hours. 

Letoumeau, a masters of 
business administration student, 
obtained the College of Business' 
approval to change a course he had 
dropped to audit instead of 
withdrawal. This "discrepancy in 
policy" was questioned in a letter 
received by the Almagest. 

Raines confirmed Letoumeau's 
eligibility after the primary and he 
was placed on the runoff ballot. 

Mangum blamed the confusion 
to amendments made to the 
constitution which weren't properly 
recorded. 

"It is a poor housekeeping and 
poor record keeping/ he said. 
"That was an administration error 
and we apologize." 

Last week students also decided 
the campus newspaper should return 
to its original name, the Almagest. 
It was changed to the Sentinel Last 
semester. The name will revert 
back to the Almagest this issue. 

Elections wilt also be held in the 
fall for SGA college senators and 
senators at targe. This will be the 
first election run by the Student 
Activities office instead of the SGA. 
Raines, faculty advisor for the SGA, 
said it was time to take the reins out 
of the SGA's hands, 

"I've been letting them run their 
own show," she said. "It's designed 
to let them learn, and sometimes 
you have to learn from mistakes. 

"(But) there comes a point in 
time when you say, 'This is 
ridiculous.* We've got to get this 
cleaned up before the new senators 
are elected/ she said.

On Friday, April 15, LSUS 
began a new era for African 
American students on campus. A 
chartering ceremony was held in 
the University Center for Alpha 
Phi Alpha fraternity, Tau Beta 
Chapter- the newest and the only 
predominantly black fraternity on 
campus. 

Dr, Edwin Holt, associate 
professor of psychology, 
sponsored the ceremony, and is the 
university advisor for the alumni 
chapter. Holt is also the catalyst 
for the local chapter's emergence 
on the campus scene. 

"Dr. Holt came to us with the 
idea/ said Kevin Thomas, the 
newly elected president of Tau 
Beta. "We plan on being very 
community oriented. Everyone 
seems to be very eager for the 
fraternity/ 


Charter members include: R. 
Damion Hardison, Patrick W. 
Kennedy, Marvin B. Mitchell, 
Johnny Rhodes, Kevin J. Thomas, 
Toney Walker, and Richard E. 
Williams. 

The chartering ceremony began 
with opening statements from 
Michael Flentroy, chartering 
committee chairman from the 
Delta Upsilon Lambda chapter. 
Next, a prayer was led by Gerald 
Joshua, chaplain of Delia Upsilon 
Lambda chapter. 

After dinner was served, a 
lighting of candles ceremony was 
held by representatives of the 
general organization, 

Kevin Thomas, a junior 
computer science major, made a 
commitment speech and 
introduced the brothers of Tau 
Beta to the general organization. 

"This fraternity has been two 
years in the making," Holt said. 
"WeVe had a number of interest 


meetings on campus and off 
campus. 

M We are going to Focus on a 
number of national projects- Sickle 
Cell Anemia and Go to High 
School, Go to College," he said. 
"They are going to emphasize 
scholarships, community 
involvement and make themselves 
felt on campus. They want to 
distinguish themselves beyond the 
grade point average with strong 
civic activity, relating well to the 
total community and involvement 
at the high school level." 

According to Holt, "I think the 
black students on campus can take 
pride that we have an organization 
they can relate to. An organization 
involved in social activities 
designed to improve the social life 
on campus for them. This 
fraternity can bridge the gap 
between the black and white 
students on campus." 


SGA Notes: 

The SGA met with a quorum at its April 12 and 
19. The SGA impeached Senator Brent 
Durham and re-instated Senator Scott Straub. 
The SGA approved scholarships to compensate 
SGA president and vice president. 

























Budget trouble puts 
freeze on SGA funds

A freeze placed on all budgets 
which fall under the Student 
Activities budget will immediately 
affect the Studem Government 
Association, 

Dr. Gloria Raines, vice 
chancellor of Student Affairs, 
announced the freeze at the SGA’s 
April 12 meeting. With no funds 
available, the SGA was forced to 
have only one polling station at Iasi 
week's elections for president and 
vice president. Also cut was an end 
of the year banquet and a trip to the 
Council of Student Body Presidents 
meeting in souLh Louisiana* 

President Vincent Mangum said 
he felt like the money from the 
banquet and the meeting would not 


be saved or used to help the budget 
crunch, but probably cut. 

The banquet has tentatively been 
scheduled to be held at the home of 
Chancellor John Darling. At the 
annual event, the SGA recognizes 
the Senator of the Year, 

After weeks of difficulty, the 
senate did meet with a majority and 
could conduct business officially. 
One senator that was removed from 
the roll at the last meeting because 
of absences was reinstated. Another 
senator though was impeached for 
the same reason. 

The senate had scheduled the bi¬ 
annual Recycling Wars for 
Thursday, April 21, but was unable 
to hold the benefit because failure to 
give notice to the recycling 
company.

Construction begins on campus

LSUS students living In the 
University Court Apartments 
will not have to dodge high¬ 
speed, Hfe-threatening traffic to 
reach the the other side of the 
LSUS driveway any longer. 

Burt Farrar, LSUS Physical 
Plant director, said caution lights 
were placed at a crossing near 
the apartments because of the 
risk students were taking trying 
to dodge traffic. 


"We put up double-flashing 
lights so those poor students 
wouldn't get run over," Farrar 
said. 

In addition to the new lights, 
Brown construction, which built 
the new library, is busy building 
access roads for fire trucks* The 
access roads will allow firemen 
to reach the administration 
building and the library in case 
of Fires* 

The project started two 
months ago and should be 


completed by the end of May. 

Finally, in the summer, Farrar 
said the parking lot beside the 
American Heritage Center will 
be resurfaced and lights will be 
installed. Farrar is waiting for the 
Facility Planning and Control 
Board in Baton Rouge to 
approve the plan and funding. 

"I don't see any reasons why 
they (Control Board) won’t 
approbe it* The project should be 
completed by the fall semester, 11 
he said. 


Forum for students, administrators 
draws few students, mostly faculty

The administration heavily

SGA senator Scott Straub, 
chairperson of the Student 
Affairs Committee, organized the 
event which was attended by 
more than a dozen faculty and

Outgoing SGA President 
Vincent Mangum said the forum 
was a chance to help change the 
problems at LSUS and better the 
university for future students. 

In spite of low studem 
participation, the senators took the 
opportunity to ask questions of the 


administration concerning 
enrollment, fee increases and the 
opening of the new Noel Memorial 
Library* 

"It was an offer for the students 
to come out and even if we didn’t 
have a huge turn out, it was a 
success as a pilot project," Straub 
said* “ft served its purpose," 

Raines and Straub agreed this 
was the first of many forums the 
SGA will hold.

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'Surviving the Game' provides 
sip of water in spring drought

Surviving the Game: Ice-T, a 
homeless man, runs around the 
forest trying to escape a band of 
manhunters interested only in 
killing him for sport. Hard Target 
meets Deliverance , right? It*s not 
quite that simple. 

Surviving's screenplay brings 
new flavor to the old hunter versus 
prey genre. Of course, we have the 
requisite company men (CLA, for 
those of you who've never seen an 
action movie). But, unlike On 
Deadly Ground's motley crew of 
trained killers, these guys all have 
actual reasons to participate in the 
hunt, not just misplaced idealism. 

Gary Busey enjoys killing. 
Charles S. Dutton and Rutger 
Hauer relish asserting their wills 
toward an action reprehensible to 
civilized society, an action which 
transcends false morality and 
recaptures their innocence. John C. 
McGinley seeks to alleviate his 
anger at the recent loss of his 
daughter. The only hokie 
characters are a father-son team 
whose lines can basically be 
summed up as "Kill him, boy! 14 - 
"No, Pah, it’s wrong!" 

This screenwriter has good 
ideas, but his dialogue lacked both 
the development and the technique 
of a true expert. If the studio 
bothered to spend a few more 
hundred thousand dollars for a 


decent rewrite, this would have 
been a high-quality action movie. 
Apparently, well have to wait for 
this summer's Clear and Present 
Danger (written by John Milius) 
and Natural Bom Killers (written 
by Quentin Tarantino and, 
undoubtedly, improved by director 
Oliver Slone) for decent action 
dialogue. 

Wanna-be actor Ice-T showed 
signs of talent by delivering some 
of his lines without the arrogant 
voice that sounds good on his 
albums, but gets old fast in his 
movies, Charles S, Dutton also 
turns in a good performance, and 
Busey and McGinley do what they 
can with their parts, limited by an 
underdeveloped screenplay. 

Surviving *s action sequences 
are intensified by its score and 
cinematography, but their use in 
some of the scenes progresses 
according to patterns we've seen 
many limes before. Ai some 
points, it looks more like a music 
video than a genuine, original 
motion picture. 

On the whole. Surviving 
succeeds with a philosophical 
premise that appeals to more than 
just violent gratification, an easily 
attained goal set by many action 
movies. It's not the best of the best, 
but it might be Lhe best of the rest- 
at least during this lingering spring 
movie drought.

If you didirt gel out to the new 
University Park: baseball field to 
sec the Pilots this season, you 
missed your last chance this past 
Monday. 

The University of Mobile 
(formerly Mobile College) Rams 
swept LSUS, two final hame games 
of the season, displaying every bit 
of the form that has propelled them 
to a 32-8 record and the lead in 
their conference.

The date for the last set 
of official rankings conflicted with 
the Easier holiday, so the latest 
stats and standings won't be in until 
late this week or early next week. 

Since this is the newspaper's 
last issue for the semester, we 
won't be able to update on the 
outcome. However, a copy of the 
latest standings will be placed on 
the RP.E. building bulletin board. 
The sports department would like 
to take this opportunity to 
congratulate Pilot baseball on its 
successful season and wish them 
the best of luck in iheir remaining 
games.

Scott named head coach 
of women's basketball

A little over a month after Karla 
Barham resigned as women's head 
basketball coach, her successor has 
been named. 

The reins have now been handed 
to Autumn Scott, former coach at 
Marshall High school where her ’89- 
'90 team made the playoffs in 
District I5-5B, Texas 1 largest 
division. It was originally thought 
that assistant coach Ginger Colvin 
might be promoted to the position, 
but the Faculty Athletic Council felt 
more of a change was necessary. 
Colvin has since resigned her 
position, ensuring a brand-new 
braintrust for the team. 

Now, more on who Scott is and 
how she came to be here. After 
eight years of double duty teaching 
U.S, history and coaching at 
Marshall, Scott took a year off to 
have her second child, Kate.

Scott had every reason 
to believe her coaching career was 
over until she saw LSUS' ad in The 
Times. After an interview with the 
Faculty Athletic Council, Scott was 
chosen from three other finalists to 
become the Lady Pilots' second head 
coach. 

Her enthusiasm no doubt served 
her well in her interview. Scott’s 
excitement is easily visible, and she 
has already begun putting her mark 
on the program. She is now running 
the tryouts originally scheduled by 
Barham, and telling any and 
everyone how happy she is to be 
back in her favorite profession. 

"This job is just perfect, I can 
gel back into coaching and without 
having to teach, I can concentrate 
fully on it, And at home, I can fully 
concentrate on being a mom." 

But perhaps what cinched the 
position for Scott is not the fact that 
she's raring to go, but rather that 
she's here to stay. 

Tm excited about being here, 
and Fm planning on being here, I 
want to provide stability. You have 
to have that if you want to have a 
program."
